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Indiana’s Wood Supply 


A Vital Question Which Must be Solved Sooner or Later 


Before the last meeting of the In­ 
diana 
Federation 
of 
Commercial 
clubs, an address prepared by Prof. 
Mason B. Thomas of Wabash univer­ 
sity -was delivered. 
This address re­ 
lates to the work of refo restatio n 
in Indiana, and is well worth think­ 
ing about. 
Prof. Thomas made the point that 
the Americans are the greatest users 
of wood per capita, of any nation in 
the world. The average person in the 
United States uses 260 cubic feet pf 
wood. 
Germany uses 
only 
thirty- 
seven 
feet for 
each 
person, 
and 
France uses only twenty-five cubic 
feet. 
We have said “use,” yet the fact 
is that the wood those placed on the 
market and sold in 
some 
form or 
other a great deal is misused. 
Mr. 
Thomas says that from every acre of 
forest out over onlv a third is put 
on the market and the remaining two- 
thirds is wasted. We wish to add that 
of the third put on the market prob­ 
ab ly as muoh as a third is wasted or 
misused. 
Boxes to ship goods in are 
allowed to rot or bum. 
Houses are 
made in 'an inferior way and allowed 
often to decay for want of paint. Tn 
many other wawls wood is wasted and 
misused, and the supply is constantly 
dwindling. 
Mr. Thomas says: 
“Not only are we wasting our for­ 
ests but the few that 
remains 
are 
growing but twelve cubic feet per 
your on eneh acre while the well reg­ 
ain tnd forests of Europe yield from 
fortv-eigbt to six;v-five cubic feet. 
and w p could do as well. Tt is not sur­ 
prising that the price of lumber lins 
advanced in the last ten wears more 
than twice as much as the average 
increase in nil other commodities. It 
should make anyone 
think 
when a 
piece of cabinet work, that 
fifteen 
years ago cost tile price of one day’s 
labor, now costs the amount from 
six days’ labor, due to the advance in 
tho cost of white pine. 
“Tt is for our own state, however, 
that T am to speak. 
Of the 18,993.- 
046 acres originally in 
forest, 
but 
1.227.141 now remain and hut little 
of this has been 
unspoiled by 
the 
woodsman’s ax. Up until 1880, when

ests of agriculture, but since that 
time the waste lands of the State 
have increased in about 
the 
same 
proportion as the forest area has de­ 
creased. We have passed the danger 
line and the revenue from timber now 
cut means a sacrifice in impoverished 
agricultural lands. In 1899 we rank­ 
ed first in our production 
of 
hard 
wood, but we now rank ninth. Were 
we substituting agriculture for this 
and were no other factors to be con­ 
sidered little 
complaint 
could 
be 
made.” 
Ile then points to the commercial 
values of timber, and says that fac­ 
tories that use wood 
are 
removing 
from Indiana to States that have a 
larger supply of native timber. 
The 
wood manufactories of Indiana are 
valued at $10,000,000 annually, but 
they are about to be lost unless tile 
people of this State awake to tho 
point of conserving the presort'sup­ 
ply of wood and increasing its pro­ 
duction. 
Tn closing he says: 
“What can you, as leaders in pub­ 
lic and ptfvate life in Indiana, do to 
aid is solving this question that our 
state is now facing. 
“I. By informing yourselves as to 
the real facts in the ease and advo­ 
cating only the sane and practical. 
Bv being the leaders of an intelligent 
public sentiment in forestry matters 
and in legislative affairs, bv helping 
select for the legislature only 
men 
who are willing to advocate the leg­ 
islation necessary to bring about re­ 
forms. 
Tt is possible even in a re­ 
public to secure sufficient legislation

accou nts. 
Rev. Sweeney , it is said, Is ready to 
m ake good th e shortage as soon as the 
board p resents the m atter to him. He 
has emp loy ed attorney s here, who are 
said to have asked the Indianap olis 
p olice 
to 
a rre st 
Sweeney ’s 
form er 
chief dep u ty , E. E. Earle, and his wife. 
The E arles, it is alleged, left here 
abou t a m onth ago, su p p osedly for 
Mex ico. 
E arle obtained 
a divorce 
th ree m onths ago and m arried Miss 
M eehan two or three day s afterw ard. 
Mrs. E arle is held resp onsible for the 
money rep orted m issing beca use she, 
as license clerk for M arion cou nty , col­ 
lected the money . 
Rev. Sweeney tu rned the office here 
over to E arle to ru n, a nd E arle is said 
to have had charge of all the fu nds. 
A fter he was su cceeded in office by a 
D em ocrat E arle started to form the 
F arm ers’ Fish a nd Game P rotective 
association for the p u rp ose of bringing 
abou t the rep eal of the p resent fish 
and gam e com m ission law. 
An officer 
in the organization said th at E arle had 
all the m oney p aid in by m em bers. 
T he am ou nt was betw een $200 and 
$300. 
P ractically all of the shortage 
is said to have come from failu re to 
rep ort h u nters’ licenses in this cou nty . 
T hat the alleged op erations of Mrs. 
E arle w ere know n to h er hu sband is 
u nqu estioned. 
She is said to have re­ 
p orted a sm aller nu m ber of licenses 
sold than actu ally w ere sold for a cer­ 
tain definite p eriod.

ered p robable th a t the fees cou ld have 
been retained by h er w ithou t E arle’s 
knowledge.

The victim s w ere to have been m ar­ 
ried the nex t day . 
No reason can be 
assigned for the act. Mr. Twigg cam e 
down from K ey ser and called at the j 
E losser home. 
He and Miss E losser j 
w ent into the p arlor, and they w ere 
heard lau ghing and talking. 
L ater; 
Mrs. Elosser, m other of the dead girl, * 
w ent into the room and observed them 
seated on a settee together. 
N either 
one sp oke, and she qu ietly w ent ou t. 
She again w ent to the room a little 
later, sp oke to h er dau ghter, and re­ 
ceiving no resp onse, gave the girl a 
friendly shove on the head. 
She was 
su rp rised to see Miss E losser fall over, 
and u p on ex am ination fou nd th at both 
w ere dead. 
They had evidently sw al­ 
lowed qu ick-acting p oison. 


Indianap olis, Jan. 2.—The general as­ 
sem bly will be asked by Gov. M arshall 
to rep eal an act p assed in 19 05 and 
am ended in 19 07 to p rovide for the dis­ 
tribu tion of certain state fu nds am ong 
school corp orations u nable to m aintain 
a six or seven m onths’ term of school 
ou t of the p roceeds of a local tu ition 
tax . 
The governor also will recom ­ 
mend a sp ecific ap p rop riation of $60,- 
■000 to p ay school teachers in sou thern 
Indiana who have claim s against the 
local school corp orations. 
The original law creating a state 
common school tu ition fu nd was ap ­ 
p roved Feb. 24, 19 05. 
Its p assage was 
brou ght abou t by Governor H anly in 
anticip ation of a shrinkage in local 
school revenu es afte r the p assage of 
th e cou nty local op tion law. 
One of 
th e large sou rces of school revenu e 
w as th e m oney collected in fees for 
retail liqu or licenses. G overnor H anly 
knew th a t this sou rce of revenu e 
wou ld be cu t off and u rged the p as­ 
sage of the act to create a fu nd for 
aiding su ch 
school 
corp orations 
as 
wou ld be affected seriou sly . 
The cou nty local op tion law was not 
p assed u ntil the sp ecial session of 
19 08 , bu t the decrease in revenu es fol­ 
lowing the p assage of the act and the 
sta te 's failu re to p rovide su fficiently 
for th e localities affected resu lted in 
the failu re of m any corp orations to 
m eet th eir obligations to teachers. 
The state common school 
tu ition 
fu nd act was am ended Nov. 11, 19 07. 
The am endm ent p rovided th a t schools 
m aintaining a six -m onths’ term and a 
25-cent levy , and schools m aintaining 
a seven m onths’ term s and a 40-cent 
levy shou ld receive enou gh money 
from the state to com p lete the term s 
if the local fu nds w ere insu fficient for 
th a t p u rp ose. The state fu nd was cre­ 
ated by reserving 5.2 p er cent of the 
common school tu ition tax collected 
each y ear. 
G overnor M arshall will u rge the re­ 
p eal of th e law becau se he believes it 
u nju st to tax the p eop le in one section 
of the state for the su p p ort of the 
schools in another. 
He holds th at all 
money s derived from tax ation shou ld 
be 
distribu ted 
equ ally 
am ong 
all 
school corp orations of the state.

C. Dear#, secretary 
of the State board of forestry many 
farms are partly ruined by erosion. 
The farmers in the southern part of 
the State have suffered the greatest 
damage. 
There are many fields and 
parts of fields in southern Indiana 
that have been abandoned because 
they are so badly 
eroded 
that at 
present they cannot 
be 
profitably 
farmed. Even grass will not grow on 
them because the top soil has all been 
washed off, and now briars and bush­ 
es are taking possession. 
This article is to remind owners of 
such property that the only way to 
reclaim eroded land is to plant for­ 
est trees on it. Forest trees will stop 
the washing and soon 
grow 
into 
money. 
Remember that a gullied 
field on a farm depreciates the raffle 
of the remainder of the farm. 
The kind of trees to plant would be 
Black Locust, Ash or Yellow Popular, 
and seedlings may be bought for $2 
to $5 per thousand. The trees should 
be planted in the spring before the 
rush of spring work begins. 
If you 
have a gullied field, decide now to 
save it. If you are not certain as to 
what kind of trees to plant, or where 
to buy the seedlings to the best ad­ 
vantage, write the State Forester, In­ 
dianapolis, Indiana, for information 
and printed literature, who will be 
glad to assist you.

5,280 
acres and the co al is estimated to be 
wo rth at least $25,000,000. 
“That the Cunningham claimants,” 
say s the brief, “if they secure patents, 
will be in a po sitio n to establish, in 
co njunctio n with J. P. Mo rgan 
& Co . 
and the Guggenheim Ex plo ratio n co m­ 
pany , a v irtual mo no po ly o f co al pro ­ 
ductio n in Alaska, is clear fro m a co n­ 
siders it : 1 
a tual co nditio ns as they 
ex ist in Alaska.” 
Ealiingcr’s Re c omme nda tion. 
The Piticho t bro thers asked permis­ 
sio n s v crul weeks ago to present 
a 
brief o n the Cunningham case befo re 
the president sho uld appro v e the ex ­ 
pected reco mmendatio ns o f Secretary 
o f the Interio r Ballinger that the Cun­ 
ningham claims be v alidated. Mr. Bal­ 
linger has no t, ho wev er, appro v ed the 
Cunningham claims, but has turned 
the case o v tr to President Taft with 
the reco inn <mdatio n that it be put up 
to the co urt o f appeals o f the District 
o f Co lumbia fo r appro v al o r disap­ 
pro v al. 
The Pincho t brief was filed nev er­ 
theless fo r the president’s info rma­ 
tio n.

Oa ev ery aerialist’s face co u ld be 
seen the sign s o f grief fo r their fav o r­ 
ite asso ciate, Arch Ho x sey , who was 
hu rled fro m his bip lan e 
to in stan t 
death Satu rday aftern o o n . Jo hn Mo i- 
san t’s death at New Orlean s a few 
ho u rs befo re added to the glo o m, fo r 
he also was lo o k ed o n as a Califo rn i­ 
an , hav in g co me to Alameda co u n ty 
when bu t a bo y an d liv in g in the city 
o f Alameda u n til twen ty -o n e y ears o ld. 
Ho x sey ’s bo dy , by o rder o f Mrs. M. 
C. Ho x sey , his mo ther, was tak en to 
Pasaden a, where the fu n eral will tak e 
p lace Tu esday aftern o o n . 
By o rder 
of the av iatio n co mmittee the av iato rs 
did n o thin g bey o n d straightaway fly ­ 
in g an d circlin g Su n day . No n e o f the 
dips o r treachero u s sp irals was at­ 
temp ted. 
Ho x sey fell 5 63 feet in his aero p lan e. 
He was tak en o u t o f the wreck age so 
badly cru shed that the field su rgeo n s 
declared death had been almo st In stan ­ 
tan eo u s. n o x sey s machin e seemed to 
hav e been cau ght in a v o rtex o f co n ­ 
trary cu rren ts in a treachero u s atmo s­ 
p here an d was whirled o v er an d o v er 
as he came tu mblin g do wn o u t o f the 
air. 
Fro m the ap p earan ce o f his bo dy 
life was cru shed o u t by the weight o f 
the mo to r, which was wren ched fro m 
its p o sitio n in the machin e by the 
fo rce o f the imp act. 
Tho u san ds o f 
ho rro r-strick en p eo p le in the gran d­ 
stan d an d su rro u n din g the field wit­ 
n essed the tragedy . The av iato r was 
co min g do wn o u t o f the clo u ds by a 
series o f dip s an d sp iral glides, after 
an altitu de flight. 
He had ascen ded 
carry in g a baro grap h fo r the p u rp o se 
o f break in g his o wn wo rld’s altitu de 
reco rd o f 11,474 feet, which he made 
here last Mo n day . 
His machin e had 
reached a p o in t 5 63 feet fro m the 
gro u n d, an d Ho x sey was glidin g an d 
dip p in g swiftly to ward the gro u n d, 
when the erratic air cu rren ts stru ck 
him, lifted the bip lan e a few feet an d 
seemed to tu rn it en tirely o v er. 
It flu ttered fo r a mo men t lik e a 
wo u n ded bird, then dro p p ed straight 
do wn lik e a p lu mmet, reelin g o v er an d 
o v er as it sp ed to ward the earth. Ho x ­ 
sey ’s bo dy lay u n der the shattered 
mo to r, cru mp led an d bro k en . The ma­ 
chin e in which he had made his 
wo rld's reco rd flight was a mass o f 
wire, o f stick s, tan gled all abo u t him. 
Man y wo men amo n g the sp ectato rs 
bro k e do wn an d wep t. 
A few min u tes befo re Ho x sey ’s fatal 
flight a bo y p assin g his han gar cried 
n ews o f the death o f Mo isan t in New 
Orlean s. 
Ho x sey ’s mechan ician tried 
to chase him away , bu t Ho x sey de­ 
man ded a p ap er an d go t it. “There’s 
an o ther go o d man go n e,” he said.

2.—Jo hn B. Mo i­ 
san t, the darin g American av iato r, the 
first to fly o v er the city o f Paris with 
a p assen ger: the first to mak e a trip 
with a p assen ger fro m Paris to Lo n ­ 
do n , an d win n er o f the Statu e o f Lib­ 
erty $10,000 p rize, met his death while 
In a p relimin ary flight, p rio r to an at­ 
temp t to win the Michelin cu p an d a 
$4,000 p rize fo r the lo n gest-su stain ed 
flight in 1910. 
Elabo rate p rep aratio n s had been 
made fo r the test o f en du ran ce, an d 
the daredev il av iato r en tered in to it 
with all the co n fiden ce o f his bo ld n a­ 
tu re. 
He circled the field twice, an d, 
co min g aro u n d o n his third lap , p re­ 
p ared to descen d fro m a height o f 200 
feet. He dip p ed at a sharp an gle, an d 
when abo u t twen ty -fiv e feet fro m the 
gro u n d his machin e su dden ly became 
v ertical an d he was p itched fo rward. 
He sho t thro u gh the air an d lan ded o n 
the scft earth, ju st thirty -six feet fro m 
his machin e. His n eck was bro k en by 
the fall.

meeting of the Shelby County Corn 
Growlers’ Association in Greenfield 
Saturday the Shelby ville Democrat 
say s : 
The address of T. A. Coleman, who 
is one of the most prominent and 
successful farmers in Rush county , 
was given close attention. Mr. Cole­ 
man is one of the best informed men 
in the State on matters of agriculture 
and is a very interesting speaker. 
He made a plea>for the farmers to 
organize, if they specialize in corn to 
join a growers’ organization, or if 
their specialty is in stock raising to 
join stock organizations. 
The im­ 
portance of this getting-together is 
immense, according to Mr. Coleman. 
In the first place it furnishes an in­ 
spiration to progress, and secondly 
organizations by their influence can 
either advance 
legislation in their 
fav or or oppose that which is against 
them and their interests. An ex am­ 
ple of this is the work accomplished 
by the State Com Growers’ Associa­ 
tion which influenced the legislature 
sev eral y ears 
ago to 
appropriate 
$25,000 per y ear for agricultual in­ 
terests. 
Mr. Coleman, who 
formerly was 
president of the State Corn Growers*’ 
Association, said that since the or­ 
ganization of that association fifteen 
y ears ago, the average y ield of com 
in this State has been increased fif­ 
teen bushels, 
01* an average of one 
bushels y er y ear in this State the im­ 
portance of this is seen. 
Mr. Cole­ 
man is also backing a movement to 
join all of the five associations in the 
State, such as corn growers, sheep, 
cattle and others in one organization.
